K.C., on 
Monday evening. Councillor 
Toseph Vale, still ill, was sworn 
in at his home. 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales called 
on the councillors to observe a 

minute's silence in tribute to 

those serving overseas and 
those who have given their 
lives. Dr. Dales then invited 
Rev. A. B. Stein, pastor of the 

Congregational-Christian church, 

*o address the council. 

"I appreciate this honor all 
the more because I feel that it 
»s only on occasions like this 
that some of you do listen to the 
church" Mr. Stein began in 
lighter vein. 

"Taking your oath on the 
Bible tonight you recognize that 
it sneaks the truth, and you call 
God to witness that 3*ou will be 
true to the people who have 
electee! you," said Mr. Stein. 

Mr. Stein said that the mater- 
ial and spiritual progress of the 
town should be linked together. 
"Christ is the answer to our 
problems because he strikes a 
death blow at self. Britain has 
been making progress because 
self lias been put aside. You 
men as the town fathers can do 
much to breathe that spirit of 
Christ into this town. 



4 if you don't do certain things 
vou are criticized. If you do 
them, vou don't get thanked. 
But life is like that— a 'father 1 
doesn't expect thanks. 

"You will serve your town 
best if you servo your God first. 
I think 1944 is going to be a 
tremendous year, a year of 
tremendous opportunities for 
those in positions of responsibil- 
ity. It is going to be a year of 
tremendous issues, a year in 
which our homes are going to 
feel blow after blow as we are 
fold that sons will not return." 

Dr. Dales asked, in his in- 
augural address, that the coun- 
cillors should not think only in 
terms of the property-owner's 
ability to pay but that "there 
should run through all our ac- 
tivities the samo theme, to make 
our town a better place to live 
and work." 

Dr. Dales asked that the coun- 
cil should give thought to some 
new projects, additional to "the 
things we have been interested 
in, sidewalk repairs, etc." "I 
would ask you to consider the 
possibility of taking an almost 
dead rabbit and reviving it, that 
Is, the market." 

He indicated that the council's 
ability to do something about a 
market might depend on wheth- 
er "the government docs as it 
has promised to do t and reduces 
the cost of education, so that 
every chiltl can get an education. 
I am tired of squabbles about 
children not being able to cross 
a line fence to attend school be- 
cause they tlo not live in that 
section." 

Dr. Dales thought that the 
lown might he ablo to establish 
a market that would "accom- 
modate several thousand people. 
There is a great opportunity in 
North York, with so many sum- 
mer visitors going through here. 

"I have thought that we 
might have this town take over 
the arena and operate it as a 
municipal arena. 

"Wo might ho able to work 
out in this town a system of 
refrigeration, with a terminal 
warehouse, that would interest 
a lot of people." 

Dr. Dales saiil that a commit- 
tee of the council under Reeve 
P. A, Lundy would prepare a 
"suitable post-war work report." 

"I hope that the political un- 
rest In the country doesn't re- 
flect itself in this council and I 
hope that thu people who have 
been carrying on an educational 
campaign on child health will 
carry on with their educational 
campaign, because they arc mak- 
ing a larger contribution there 
than they are by organizing pol- 
itical action. The same applies 
to certain larger organizations in 
larger fields of political action."

Serial Debentures 



Debentures for $30,000, covering 
the town's new Srigley St. well and 
reservoir, follow the "serial plan," 
N. L. Mathews. K.C., town clerk, 
treasurer and solicitor, explained to 

the Newmarket town council on 
Monday evening. 

"Wc pay $3,000 a year in prin- 
cipal. $900 in interest the first year 
nnd $90 less interest each year/* 
Mr. Mathews said. 

"We're paying If off while we 
have the money to pay it," com- 
mented Deputy-Reeve A. D. Evans. 

"We did the same thing with the 
high school, the switch-board, the 
clerk's office -and the last water 
debenture," said Mr. Mathews. 

"Some debentures are for the 
same amount every year,** said Mr. 
Evans. 

"Yes. those are instalment deben- 
tures." said Mr. Mathews. "We 
use that form of debenture for local 
improvements. We save Interest 
this way, and this form sells better.** 

It was for the council to decide, 
said Mr. Mathews. The town could 
use either serial or instalment de- 
bentures or use the sinking-fund 
plan. The council passed the by-law 
providing for serial debentures as 
recommended by Mr. Mathews. 

When by-laws came before tha 
council providing for a number of 
statutory appointments, Deputy- 
Reeve A. D. Evans moved that the 
name of A. N. Belugln be ptaced in 
a by-law to fill a high school boan! 
vacancy caused by the expiration of 
Mr. Belugin's term. 

"We should give the matter som-2 
consideration, rather than follow- 
ing the way of least resistance,'* 
said Councillor J. t*. £pi)tette. 

Mr. Evans expressed agreement. 
He said that the councillors should 
be provided with n list In December 
of all statutory vacancies to be 
filled at the inaugural meeting in 
January. **I have no objection to 
the appointment but I think that 
Mr. Splllette Is right." said Mr. 
Evans. 

Mayor Dr. U W. Dales said that 
Mr. Belugin had been chairman of 
the high school board and had 
served well. 

Mr. Splllette expressed apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Iletugin, but said that 
he was not dtacusRlng the merits 
of the appointment, but the prin- 
ciple of making any statutory 
appointments without longer con- 
sideration. ' 

Councillor Wm. Dixon agreed 
with Mr. Splllette. 

Dr. Dales suggested that another 
year the clerk should write a letter 
to each member of the council In- 
forming him of the appointments 
to be made. 

"If Mr. Belugin knew that there 
was any hesitation In appointing 
him, wc wouldn't get the benefit 
of his services,*' said Reeve F. A. 
Lundy. 

"I resent the suggestion that this 
council is afraid to let It be known 
that U considered appointments,** 
said Mr. Splllette. "We are &11 
agreed that Mr. Belugin has n lot 
of ability and has been a good 
member of the board. Rut I say 
that he was appointed on the spur 
of the moment, and now we are 
reappointing him without consider- 
ation." 

"Mr. Vale brought Mr. Belugin's 

name forward, and the suggestion 
was considered,'* said Mr. Mathews. 



Mr. Splllette asked that the 
appointment be postponed until the 
next council meeting. A majority 
voted In favor of immediate 
appointment and the third reading 

of the by-law. 

Another by-law for other appoint' 

mcnU was before the council and 
someone moved: "That the bill be- 
fore the council be not read a sec- 
ond time tomorrow; but that rule 
32, of by-law 318, be suspended and 
that the bill be read a second and 
third time forthwith. 1 ' 

Councillor Bowser moved an 
amendment that the by-law be not 
given its third reading until the 
next meeting. Mr. Splllette second- 
ed the amendment. 

"It Is the principle;* said Mr. 
Bowser. "Every by-law that comes 
up there Is a motion that rule 32 
be suspended. It has been done 
every time since I have been In 
council, except in the case of the 
train whistle by-law, when we 
walled to see if there were any 
objections to if 

"Would you suggest that any of 
these appointments be considered?" 
asked Mayor Dr. U W. Dales. 

"No, but It is the principle,** said 
Mr. Bowser. 

Mr. Bowser and Mr. Splllette 
voted for third reading to be made 
at the next council meeting. Th« 
rest of the council voted for Immed- 
iate reading. 

The by-law, after all blanks hal 
been filled In, provided for the fol- 
lowing appointments: poundkeeper, 
G. W. Curtis; fence-viewers, St 
Andrew's, Robert Hewlett, Sfc 
George's, F. O. R. Simpson, St. Pat- 
rick's, G. W. Curtis; fire brigade, 
first engineer, W. W. Osborne, sec- 
ond engineer, Joseph Brnmmar, 
third engineer, John Gibson; board 
of health member, W. J. Patter- 
son; York county hospital represen- 
tative, Albert HIgginson; public 
library board, II. M. Gladman; fire 
wardens, members of the council. 

"What arc fire wardens?'* asked 

Mr. Dixon. "What ore our duties? 

We never get nn answer." 
No one enlightened him. . 

"Health matters are going to be 
so Important, do you think It would 
be wise If the board of health con- 
sisted of five rather than three 
members?" questioned Mr. ISvaa*. 

Mr. Mathews stated that the 
board consisted of the mayor, the 
medical officer of health and tM 
council's appointee. He said that 
he would advise the council' at the 
next meeting If the board couM 
have a membership of five. 

Mayor Dales and other members 
of the council praised the active

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IDEAS SOLVE PROBLEMS 

The rout of the C.CJ. in Toronto and other 
municipal elections will make some of us feel 
that we have already solved our post-war prob- 
lems. When we begin to think it over, however, 
we will realize that we increase our own respon- 
sibilities when, by rousing in the timid fears of 
vague eventualities worse than unemployment 
and poverty, we exclude from government those 
who offer new ideas and suggest solutions for 

our ills. 

Of course it may be undesirable to introduce 
party politics into municipal government In 
fact, party politics may be undesirable even in 
our legislatures and in parliament Perhaps the 
defeat of the C.C.F. in coming provincial and 
dominion contests may be brought about by "non- 
partisans" like those who are trying to rid 
Alberta of the Social Credit government 

Should we in that way exclude the C.C.F. from 
our next dominion parliament heavy respon- 
sibilities will rest upon those who remain, repre- 
senting more conservative viewpoints. 

The economic problems of course would still 
have to be solved, and we have reached that 
point where the public is going to demand solu- 
tion of these problems or turn government over 
to those who say that they can solve them. In 
our opinion, a Liberal or a Conservative govern- 
ment in order to hold power, will have to do 
much the same thing that a C.CF. government 
would do, that is, to maintain a high national in- 
come through control and regulation of business, 
sometimes through elimination of competition 
where such competition ia more wasteful than 
advantageous, sometimes through government 
spending (which means taxation too), and always 
through planning. 

Ideas rather than men solve problems. It 
takes time for the ideas to "get around.' 
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SCHOOL BOARDS WAIT 

Ontario school boards . will await anxiously 
announcement of promised changes in the educa- 
tional program, particularly taxation changes. 
Everyone is confident that these changes will be 
for the better, but the uncertainty as to what 
they will be is a handicap to school boards. 

Perhaps the point which school boards will be 
most anxious to know is to what extent the in- 
creased government financial assistance is to 
make additional funds available for education 
purposes and to what extent it is to make 
possible additional funds for other municipal 
purposes or reduced municipal taxation. Wc 
must assume that one of the major purposes is 
to make additional funds available for education. 

The relevant sections of the Drew platform 
are: "9. Tnere will be a sweeping revision of 
our whole system of real estate taxation so that 
the owning and improvement of homes and farm 
land, which are the very foundation of our 
society, will not be discouraged by excessive 
taxation. As an initial step in that direction the 
provincial government will assume at least 50 
percent of the school taxes now charged against 
real estate. It is, however, to be clearly under- 
stood that this change v/ill not affect the author- 



ity of the local school boards. 

"10. Our educational system will be complete- 
ly revised so that every child in this province 
will have an opportunity to be educated to the 
full extent of their mental .capacity, no matter 
where they live or what the financial circum- 
stances of their parents may be. Vocational 
training will be made a much more important 
part of the school work, so that more children 
may be prepared to earn a living by practical 
vocational instruction. The important place of 
our teachers in each community will be fully 

recognized. 
-U. Steps will be taken to assure that every 

child is given the greatest possible opportunity to 
face life with a healthy body and mind. Health 
measures will be established so that medical, 
dental and other health protection will be avail- 
able to all.** 



NO SOONER SAID THAN DONE 

Members of our Newmarket town council 
expressed the wish last year that it were possible 
for municipalities to raise money by taxation 
now, when people have money, to spend after 
the war when labor and materials will be avail- 
able for municipal projects. The Ontario legis- 
lature did take action, at its 1943 session, to 
authorize such municipal taxation. A new 
section, 3I6a. of the Municipal Act makes it 
possible, subject to the approval of the depart- 
ment of municipal affairs, for a municipality 
to set up reserve funds for use after the war. 

That means that this year Newmarket town 
council, and other town councils, can include a 
mill or two in the tax rate for post-war expendi- 
ture. It is a good idea for the municipality to 
emulate the individual in saving money now for 
spending later. 



WHAT OTHERS THINK 

THE POWER BEHIND POWER 

(HEmtsville Forester) 

If Canada should elect a C.C.F. government 
at the next election, and the new government 
should use the police and the military to enforce 
their program of moderated socialism, they will 
be exercising their power and their right, under 
our democratic system of majority rule. It is 
senseless to argue that this power does not exist 
It does. When a C.C.F. British Columbia mem- 
ber of the legislature argued this right a storm 
broke out across Canada, as if the theories ad- 
vanced were in any sense different from those 
which have regulated constituted government 
since democratic principles became its founda- 
tion. 

If the people in Canada put the C.C.F. in 
power in Canada, they will do so with a generally 
thorough knowledge of what such power in- 
volves. They will empower them to institute the 
process of government which they had advocated 
on the hustings. And their right to change our 
social system, if that is their purpose, will be as 
positive as has been the right of Prime Minister 
King's administration to operate selective service 
in handling the man-power of Canada. 

The point for the Canadian people to weigh 
before they vote for the drastic upheaval of our 
economic and social system, is to make sure that 
it will be for the betterment of Canada, and that 
they are ready for it. It is on this point that the 
people of Canada must inform themselves 
through a full study of what is involved in scrap- 
ping private enterprise, and sanctioning the first 
vital step toward a socialized state. 

If they adopt an indifferent attitude; if they 
remain away from the polls; if tnev remain 
ignorant of the great issue which is being pro- 
pounded by the C.C.F., ami of its repercussions 
in Canada, they will deserve what is threatened. 
The only way Canada can avoid adherence to the 
drastic proposals of the C.C.F. is to make very 
certain that they are not given endorsation when 
the hour of voting comes.

In spite of 
all this there was a certain air of 
camaraderie between the two 
hitherto opposing elements. 

Shoppers seemed determined 
to make the best of things, to 
take their jolts with a laugh, 
and clerks were ready with 
substitutes. 

How we all hated the word 
substitute in the days when we 
were put out if we couldn't find 
one item in our lists. Now sub- 
stitutes loom large and in time 
we may learn first to tolerate, 
then embrace. I think, perhaps, 
the more considerate attitude of 
buyer and clerk is due to a com- 
mon thankfulness for the many 
things we DO have, to a mutual 
interest in trying to make the 
best of things, and maybe deep 
in all our hearts, to hasten and 
implement world peace, by a 
more cordial and peaceful at- 
titude toward one another. 

The old saying that "great 
oaks from little acorns grow" 

holds the germ of a great truth — 
little bits of love, friendship and 
peace, planted and watered 
carefully with faith, can spread 
farther and farther from their 
source and may, who knows, 
add their quota to the many 
strivings after a better world.

SEEK C.C.F. NOMINATION 



The Whitchurch police in- 
quiry was continued at New- 
market police station on 
Tuesday. Chief Constable 
George Stuart and A. M. Mills, 
clerk of the Newmarket police 
court, were witnesses. 

The inquiry was to be resum- 
ed this afternoon at the York 
county building in Toronto, with 
Albert Siegal and John Hamil- 
ton, phonograph-operators, as 
witnesses. 

Describing himself as a pin-ball 
operator who also deals in mu3ic 
boxes, Samuel Mintz. l&l Pine-wood 
Ave., Toronto, told Commissioner 
W. H. Stringer, tt£c is conducting 
sn investigation Into the policing 

system in Whitchurch township, 

that ho had been in the business 
for eight years and that he had 
never handled slot-machines. He 
Kaid that his machines were legal 
and that there was no "pay-off" 
for the person who played them. 
He also stated that he operated 
alone and that his machines were 
placed in places of amusement in 
and about Toronto. In summer his 
territory included Musselman's 
I-ake and Wilcox Lake. 

"Wherever there is a loose nick- 
el?" asked L. R. MacTavish, counsel 
for the attorney-general's depart- 
ment The witness agreed with the 
questioner. 

Asked if he were acquainted with 
Johnnie Hamilton or Albert Siegal, 
Mr. Mintz denied having any busi- 
ness with either but admitted that 
he knew them to see them. 

"When did you first have busi- 
ness dealings with Mr. Davies?" 
asked Mr. MacTavish. "About live 
years ago/' replied 5fr. Mintz, 

"What were the terms when you 
put the pin-ball machines in Mr. 
Davies* place?" **He was to get 
60 percent of the proceeds and f 
was to get 40 percent/* 

"How many machines were there 
in Mr. Davies' place last July?" 
*'l think there were nine machines.*' 



"We have evidence here that on 
July 7 the Whitchurch police con- 
ducted a raid on Davies* place and 
seized some pintail machines and 
some slot-machlne3. When did you 
hear about this?" "A few days 
later when I went there the ma- 
chines were gone, Mr. Davies told 
me they were taken.** 

Asked if he made any effort to 
recover his machines, the witness 
stated that after the case was dis- 
posed of in court he regained the 
machines, as they had not been 
confiscated. 

Mr. Mintz denied talking with 
Constable Windsor before the raid 
or having any business dealings 
with him. 

-Windsor's evidence is that some 
lime following the raid you went 
tfl his place and asked for him and 

that you came back later and 

asked for the pin-ball machines," 
commented Mr. MacTavish. "No. 
I did not ask for the pin-ball 
machines." replied the witness. 
•They had to go to court.** 

Mr. Mintz went on to say that 
he went to see Constable Windsor 
at his home before the case came 
up in court, as he wanted to see if 
he had the machines. 

Asked about the conversation 
which had taken place between him 
and Constable * Windsor at this 
meetine. the witness stated: "He 
said that these machines had to 
50 to court- I asked him if he 
found any 'pay-offs* on my ma- 
chines and he said 7CoV Mr.

The Hydro-Electric Power Commission of Ontario announces new uniform 
rates for electricity to all consumers served by the Commission in the 
rural areas of Ontario, to become effective January 1st, 1944. 

The new rates will result in^a substantial saving to most Farm and Hamlet 
consumers, and their form is considerably simplified. 
The new rate system provides for the following: 

• A uniform rate to all Rural customers, now served direct by the Commission* 

• The elimination of service charges to all farm users. 

• The reduction of service charges to all Hamlet customers. 

• The co-ordination of all present Rural Power Districts into one Provincial Rural 
Power System with the same meter rates applying throughout to the various 
classifications. 

• The existing consumer classifications, totalling 11 in all, have been reduced to 5 
clearly defined classes: i.e. 2 wire hamlet, 3 wire hamlet, farm, commercial lighting 
and summer cottages.

These new rates apply only to rural consumers served direct by this Commission 
in Rural Power Districts established under Sections 71 to 79, inclusive, of the Power 
Commission Act. They do not apply to consumers in rural voted areas or townships 
operating under Section 54, of the Power Commission Act. In the latter areas, such 
as the townships of Ancastcr, Brantford, East York, Etobicokc, London, Nipigon, 
North York, Scarborough, Toronto and Trafalgar, the present rates will not be effected. 

As a result of these new rate reductions, Hydro Rural consumers will save an ' 
estimated amount exceeding $500,000.00 per annum. Experience justifies the expecta- 
tion on the part of the Commission that this reduction in revenue will be recovered in 
a short time through the increased use of electricity in the rural areas. 

The application of these uniform rural rates will enable the Commission to later 
extend service to many areas not now served and to supply economically, consumers in 
the more sparsely settled areas. In most rural districts the new rates will provide a 
saving for the majority of consumers. The following examples indicate the estimated , 
consumer saving in a district at present supplied under a rate of 6c per KwHr. for the'- 
first block and 2c per KwHr. for the second block.

Questioned further concerning a 
meeting at Constable Windsor's 
place after the case had been dealt 
with at court. Mr. Mintz said that 
he went there to recover one or two 
of his machines (pin-hall machines 
which were not confiscated by the 
court). He opened these and ob- 
tained the proceeds of $5. 

"Why did you open them?" asked 
Mr. MacTavish. "Just for curios- 
ity." said Mr. Mintz. 

"Did Mr. Davits get 60 percent 
of this?" "No, he did not want to 
put the machines in again." 

Mr. Mintz stated that he next 
met Constable Windsor when he. 
Mintz. was at Mr. Hoskins* place. 
at which time the police officer 
asked him when he intended to 
take away his other machines. He 
caid that he finally collected the 
other machines about two weeks 
later. Since that time he has had 
no "dealings" with Mr. Windsor. 

"Constable Windsor has given 
evidence that you came out to his 
place and opened one or two of 
the slot-machines with keys that 
you produced" advised Mr. Mac- 
Tavish. 

"No. sir. my keys would not open 
the slot-machines," replied the wit- 
ness. 
"He said that you opened them." 

"No. sir.* 
"You saw the slot-machines?" 

"Yes, in the garage." 

-You didn't open them?" "No. I 
opened my machines on two 
occasions. The second time I 
opened the balance of them." 

"On any occasion did you tamper 
with the slot-machines?" "No. sir" 

"Were vou ever in Windsor's 
house? Windsor says that you 
came to his house on one occasion 
with an extra lock, the inference 
being that you opened a slot- 
machine and replaced the old lock 
with this extra lock, so that it 
would not appear that the machine 
had been opened.** "No, that ia 
not right." 

"He also swore that his wife was 
present when you opened the slot- 
machine. Is that true?" "No, sir." 

Asked if he had ever opened one 
of the slot-machines by prying or 
been present when Constable Wind- 
sor or any other person did, Mr. 
Mintz said not. 

"How can you account for Mr. 
Windsor making that statement?" 
"I don't know. I opened my 
machines as far as I know." "Well, 
do vou know?** "Yea, I do." 

"Windsor also told this Inquiry 
that $45 was removed from a slot- 
machine In the garage. He said 
that it was opened by you and that 
you gave him $40 and kept $5. Is 
that statement true?" "So, sir. 
X don't know anything about It." 

"Did you at any time give Wind- 
sor money from your pin-ball ma- 
chines on the occasion when you 
opened them In his presence?" 
"No. sir." Mr. Mintz denied ever 
giving Constable Windsor any 
money at any time. 

Asked whether he had at any 
time told Constable Windsor that 
he, Windsor, was being framed by 
Chief Stuart, the witness replied 
that he had never made such a 
statement. The witness also said 
that he had not been in touch with 
Mr. Siegal or Mr. Hamilton within 
the last month. 

"Why would Constable Windsor 
make n statement that you were 
present with him at the opening 
of the slot-machines?" questioned 
Commissioner Stringer. "I don't 
know, there** always some pro- 
ludlce against one another," replied 
Mr. Mintz. 

Commissioner Stringer recalled 
Sgt. Wilkinson to the stand. Ho 
«ald that his Idea In doing so was 
to clear tip the impression pub* 
liclxed in the Toronto Telegram 
that the machines had been in the 
hands of Chief Constable Stuart 
some time before It was turned 
over to the provincial police, who 
upon destroying It found the Inside 
mechanism missing. 

"On Sept. i. Officers Rlbby and 
j Riley of the nntl-gambllng squad 
1 visited Joseph Irving'* at Jackson's 
.Point," stated Sgt. Wilkinson. 
"They had other surveys to make 
In the district and were unable to 
take the machine which they 
played. When they returned for 
the machine they found that II 
had been taken." 

"Who took it?" questioned Mr. 
MacTavish. 

"We found out that It had been 
taken by Mr. Hlegal/ 1 replied the 
officer. "The charge ngulnnt Mr. 
Irving of keeping a common gam- 
ing-house came up In couit on Sept. 
14. He pleaded guilty to the 
charge. At that time Magistrate 
Robinson asked where the machine 
was and mil" officer Informed him 
that the machine had been removed 
from the premises before It was 
seized. He remanded tha cane for 
n week for production of the ma- 
chine in court. The machine was 
produced In court on Sept. 21." 

"By whom?" "t couldn't say. 
The next we heard of the machine 
wa« on Nov. 30, when Inapeetor 
Doybi told me to go to the York 
county headquarters on Adelaide 
St. for the machine, which we did, 
This machine had the same serial 
number as that taken down from 
the machine at the time of the

Chief Stuart explained* 1 that on 
Nov. 30 he had received the 
machine from the Newmarket 
police and had given a receipt 
in return. He said that the 
article was in his possession from 
12.30 p.m. until 3 p.m. of the same 
day, when it was turned over to 
the provincial police. 

"From whom did you get the 
machine?" -From Constable Watt 
of the county police. He had keys 
to the cell." 

He said that the machine was in 
the same condition when he gave 
It over to the provincial police as 
when he received it 

"After the trial In whose custody 

was the machine?" "31 was in 
custody of Chief Sloss as custodian 
for the clerk of the court.** 
• Chief Constable James Sloss of 
Newmarket said that he received 
the machine on Sept. 21. after the 
case had been tried. He said that 
Constable Mount had been in the 
station at the time and that the 
machine had been placed in a cell 
to which there 
He explained to 

that the cell was one of a number 
ordinarily used for prisoners and 
for which there are three keys. 
The cell usually used for storing 
articles belonging to the court and 
for which there Is but one key 
which ho alone possesses, was over- 
flowing at the time, he said. 

"Who has the keys to the cell in 
which the machine was placed?" 
questioned Mr. MacTavish. 

"The keys of this cell are kept 
by Constable Mount, Constable 
Watt and myself," stated Chief 
Sloss. 

"Did you examine the machine?" 
"No. to the best of my knowledge 
the machine was never tampered 
with." 

"What are the arrangements be- 
tween yourself and the magistrate's 
court as regards the articles ex- 
hibited and confiscated at court?" 
"All exhibits left here are placed 
In the cell and locked up after each 
court. Mr. Mills has no room for 
them." 

"This cell in which the Irving 
machine was kept, did Constable 
Watt have a key?" interrupted 
Commissioner Stringer. 

"Yes,** replied Constable Sloss. 
"He has need to \t3t this cell In 
the line of duty." 

Constable Kenneth Mount appear- 
ed on the stand following a noon- 
hour recess and told the commission 
that he bad been at the police 
station at the time the Irving 
machine was brought in. after the 
magistrate had ordered its produc- 
tion. He said that the machine 
was brought In by Johnnie Hamil- 
ton whom he believed Is an assoc- 
iate of Al. Siegal. He said that the 
machine was placed near the cell 
and that he picked it up and put 
it Into the cell under lock and key. 
"In my knowledge it had the 
reels in It." stated Constable Mount. 
"It was heavy enough and from 
outward appearances it was o.k." 
"Do you remember when you got 
it?" asked Mr. MacTavish. "It 
was Tuesday, following court, the 
latter part of September," said 

Constable Mount. 
"Did Hamilton say anything when 

he brought it in?" "He Just said, 
*ThIs is the machine that Is sup- 
posed to be brought from Joseph 
Irving'sV 

Asked to explain what he meant 
by the "reels" In the machine, he 
said that three reels can be seen 
on the machlno, on which there 
are drawings of pears, peaches, etc. 
He said that these reels revolve 
when played. 

Mrs. I»ra Windsor, wife of Con- 
stable Windsor, Into whose conduct 
the Investigation is being made, 
told the commission that she re- 
called that following the raid on 
Mr. Davlcs*. three slot-machines 
and seven pin-ball machines were 
put In their garage. She said that 
some of the machines were moved 
Into the dining-room of her homo 
"for safe-Ice oping." She said that 
several times Mr. Mintz hnd come 
to her home. She said that he 
came alone on one occasion find 
asked for Constable Windsor, who 
was not at home at the time. 

"He never told me what he want- 
ed to see him for," stated the wit- 
ness. "I knew he wasn't there for 
any good, because he wns too In- 
teroslcd." 

Mrs. Windsor also stated that she 
was present when her husband and 
Mintz opened a third slot-machine. 
She said: "I was in In© kitchen. 
I didn't make It my business to 
know who Opened It but I under- 
stand It was for safekeeping." 

"Mints asked me for some floor 
wax and a cloth," Mrs. Windsor 
also stated. "He took the wax and 
a cloth I gave him and applied it 
on the hack (of tho machine) and 
said. "You'd never know It was 
touched'." 

Asked If she knew If tho other 
two slot-machines had been tam- 
pered with, Mrs. Windsor said: "I 
didn't pee them opened but I saw 
money In a box. a box that looked 
M|cs n wooden cheese box.** 

The witness said that tho Inst 
time, aha naw Mint* he told hex to 
tell her husband that "whenever 
ho iher husband) found anything 
out he could phono him." Sha did 
not know what Mint* meant by 
this statement and to her know-

machines, you say that you saw 
money but not the machines-, could 
vou give me further Information?" 
asked Commissioner Stringer.

Questioned on the report of those 
confiscated in the Newmarket 
court. Chief Stuart said that II 
machines, which included five con- 
fiscated from E. Pringle, Mossing- 
toa Park, on Aug. 20. WZS. contain- 
ing 56.07 in nickels, and some con- 
fiscated from Roy Hendry, Orchard 
Reach, containing $1.26. and other 
machines were destroyed by him 
on Nov. 8. 1938. He explained that 
these machines and some others 
were being held in custody at the 
Adelaide St. court at the time he 
oamc Into office some five years 
ago. He explained that the money 
taken from the machines was 
counted by him, sealed in envelopes 
and put in his vault. He turned 
the money over to Mr. Mills, the 
clerk of the court, and received a 
receipt dated Jan. 26. 1039. 

"Why was the money held so 
long before being turned over to 
the clerk?" asked Mr. MacTavish. 
Chief Sturrt explained that some- 
times the money was held by him- 
self and sometimes held by Mr. 
were three keysJMHIS until ho asked the latter for 
the commissioner! a duplicate receipt. The receipt 

was dated the day it was made 
out rather than the date on which 
the money was turned over. 

Asked why the machines were 
not destroyed right after the time 
for appeal had elapsed, the witness 
said: "There's not any hurry to 
break them up.

Delving into the memoranda 
concerning the machines seized 
and ordered dest roved bv the 
Adelaide St. court. Chief Stuart 
Q afd that 11 machines destroyed on 
Nov. 8. 103*. had been in the vault 
when he took over as chief. He 
oatd that $39.10 wns taken from th<* 
machines which were ordered con- 
fiscated by the Toronto court and 
turned over to Mr. Brimson. clerk 
of ihnt court. He added that Mr. 
Brimson, another officer and him- 
self were, present at their destruc- 
tion. 

"Who took the money out of the 
mnchlncs?" nucstloned Mr. Mac- 
Tavish. "I did nnd handed it over 
to Mr. Brimson/' said Chief Stuart. 

"These machines confiscated 
from Mr. N. Barker on Jan. 18. 
1939. and destroyed on March 22. 
HMO. were they seized by your 
men?" "No, they were not seized 
bv mv men. After thoy were con- 
fiscated they were taken to Ade- 
laide St. by court officers.** 

In reply to an Inquiry of the 
commissioner, the witness said 
that there was onlv 55 cents In the 
four machines. He said that he 
had no excuse to offer as to why 
there was a delay of about a year 
before their destruction. 

Referring to three machines con- 
fiscated from the Balyma club on 
Nov. 2, 1939, and which, when 
destroyed on March 22, 1940. 
yielded $1.45. Mr. MacTavish wanted 
to know why the caretaker of the 
building wns present with Con- 
stable Wallace. Chief Stuart and 
nnother officer when the machines 
were destroyed. Chief Stuart In- 
formed him that the caretaker- 
was accustomed to cleaning up the 
wrecknge and turning It over for 
■mlvncc. 

"Old vou over find out what h» 
did with it?" asked Commissioner 
Stringer. "No. I did not inquire," 
replied the witness. 

"Don't ynu think It would be a 
good Idea to find out from him 
what he docs with It? Did you 
never Inquire whether he handed 
the steel over to salvage for war 

Work?" 

Commenting further on Hw 
length of time the monev is hold 
before turning It over to the cterk 
of Iho court. Commissioner Stringer 
staled: "I suggest that a chnngo 
of system bo matte nl the Adelaide 
St. court. That monov belongs to 
the crown and should be turned 
over. I nm alio going to find out 
whore those moneys go to.*' 

"Does It always follow that on 
every occasion you remove th«> 
monovs from the machines?" asked 
Mr. MncTnvlsh.

Scanning the third page of the 
report, Mr. MacTavish read a list of 
machines destroyed on April 11, 
1911, the moneys from which were 
turned over to Mr. Mills on April 
7, 1042. He said that a machine 
confiscated from Mr. Hajourncy on 
Aug. 20. 1940. was hold over until 
April II. 1041. before being des- 
troyed. 

"Why were they not destroyed 

before?" he asked. 

"I don't know." replied the wit- 
ness. "I didn't think it wns Im- 
portant to destroy them right 

away." 

"Who were present when the 
moneys were remove*! from the 
machines?" "Wallace, myself nnd 

possibly Myers." 

"The money was turned over to 
Mr. Mills on April 7. 1012?" "Yes. 
he might possibly have had it In 
his vault before he checked on It." 

"Have you any record of when It 
was taken from your vault and 
taken to Mr. Mills?" The witness 
said that ho had not r. record or 
any way of finding out. 

Questioned about the machines 
of Albert Waxer, Jackson's Point, 
which were destroyed on May 24. 
1041. Chief Stuart said that he 
could not remember nor had ho a 
record of tho police officers who 
were with him nt the time of their 
destruction. He said that If ho 
naked tho ofricers he did not be- 
lieve that they could remember 
tho different machines thoy helped 
destroy. 

"You mean that if I wero to 
subpoena them they wouldn't 
know if thoy were present or not?" 
asked Commissioner stringer. 

"You can subpoena them and 
find out," replied tho. witness. 

"Plen-Mo don't dictate to mn what 
to do. ynu arc the witness," rebuked 
the commlHHloner. 

"In the cum! of the Irfivlolotto 
mnchlnen, confiscated on Sept. 3.
